An after final amendment and response filed by applicants dated Nov. 17, 2005 have 



been received. 



Claims 1-4, 6, 8-10, 19-21 have been canceled. Claims 22-53 have been added. Claims 
5, 7, 1 1-18, 22-53 are pending. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants have canceled claims 1-4, 6, 8-10, 19-21, thus, obviated the art 
rejection. By limiting the claims to the particular compounds of claim 5, 14, 22-28 which 
are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious by the art of record, and by explicitly 
limiting the method of treatment to the pollakiuria or urinary incontinence in a human or 
animal, claims 5, 7, 1 1-18, 22-53 are allowed..
